I tensive investigation of the safe rob­ 
bery at the D. E. Brandt warehouse, 
East Berlin, Tuesday night, announce­ 
ment was made today that the $500 
worth of E ast Berlin National Bank 
stock, having a present m arket value 
in excess of $2 ,0 0 0 , has been found. 
The stock, in one issue, was found 
by the proprietor near the window by 
which the robbers gained entrance to 
the warehouse. 
The stock was either 
discarded as worthless by the thieves 
or was dropped in the intruders’ haste 
to make a getaway. 
Finding of the bank stock reduces 
Mr. Brandt’s loss by $2,000, making 
the total loss approximately $6,500, 
of which $5,000 was in promissory 
notes, having no apparent value to the 
thieves. 
The remainder of the loss 
was in Liberty Bonds. 
State police today notified all banks 
in G ettysburg and Adams county, all 
substations of the state police in ad­ 
joining counties and the treasury de­ 
partment at W ashington of the theft 
of the Liberty bonds. 
The bonds 
were unregistered and might be easily 
disposed of by the robbers, except for 
the fact that Mr. Brandt has furnish­
